The czar has besn removed from his i 


palace at St. Petersburg to Gatschina, ! 
tbe authorities being unwilling to take i 
the responsibility of his remaining at 
the capital. The imperial family ac- 
companied the czar, who was removed 
siM-rctly at night after it had been giv- 
en out as a blind that he would visit 
the barracks and review some troops 
about to depart for China. 


All the troops in the capital and in 


the principal cities are tinder arms, 
and the state of affairs is such that in 
any other country a state of rebellion 
would be proclaimed. Outbreaks have 
occurred at many points, and nihilist 
agents sent out from the central com- 
mittee at SJurieh, Switzerland, are 
spreading a propaganda of assassina- 
tion throughout the empire. 


This propaganda is projected from 


Kiev and Odessa, tho centers of nihil- 
ist activity and places easily reached 
by agents from European cities in oth- 
er states. The police will be distrib- 
uted in force through all the- streets of 
St. Petersburg and Moscow, and do- 
miciliary visits have already taken 
place. 


The secret police in Berlin, Paris and 


the detectives here believe that the 
recrudescence of nihilism is d>ie to a 
league between the leaders of the rad- 
ical element in Russia and tho anarch- 
ists of Italy and France. They recall 
the attempts, successful and otherwise, 
recently made on other monarchs and 
connect them with the assassination 
propaganda in Russia.

S. X.. commanding the naval sta- 
tion at Tuuiila in the absence of Com- 
mander Tilley, dated Feb. 25, reporting 
the ceremonies of the opening of a high 
school for girls at Auioloma, in the 
western district of Tutuila^ This is 
the first .school for girls established 
within the limits of the United States 
naval stations. 
It is modeled on the 


plan of the school near Apia, both be- 
ing conducted by the London Mission 
society. Two ladies are in charge, and 
100 pupils are accommodated. 


The course will include instruction in 


English, history of the United States, 
sewing, household duties, etc., and ex- 
tends over a term of four years. The 
school building was built by general 
subscription, the natives of Tutuila 
and Manua having contributed about 
§6,000 in money or its equivalent in 
copra. 
Besides this amount, the na- 


tives gave their time and labor gratui- 
tously in grading and doing other 
work; Including 
carpentering. Two 


hundred persons attended the- opening, 
exercises, including the native govern- 
ors of Tutuila and a representative of 
the governor of Manua. The exercises 
were-concluded by the singing of the 
hymn "America" in English, all pres- 
ent standing.

designations. Jedediah Morse, a quaint j 
okl geographer of about; the year 1S10, j 
thus complains of this when speaking of j 
the state of Ohio in particular: "While we | 
are on the subject of towns we cannot for- j 
bear alluding to a practice of very perplex- 1 
ingeffectswhicbprevailsmoreorless in all 
our new states, but particularly in Oliio. 
We allude to the custom of naming a great 
many towns in the same state after some 
distinguished character or after older set- 
tlements. lu the single state of Ohio 
there are 9 towns by the name of Salem, 
9 by the name of Greene, 9 Jeffersous, 9 
Madisons, 10 Waynes and 13 Unions, be- 
sides H multitude of less freqtient repeti- 
tions. Indeed we confidently assert that 
the names of a majority of the towns in 
Ohio are repeated from uvo to a dozen 
times.' 


The same was true of the several newly 


formed western states in naming their 
counties. One after another slavishly re- 
peated the county names of its nearest 
neighbor, and the result is that the county 
rolls of such nearly related states as Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois are singularly alike. 
There are the same \Vashmgtous, Jeffer- 
sons, Franklins, Marions and so on down 
the list, and the rest of the newer states 
hare followed their lead until nearly all 
the great men of American history have 
each given names to from a dozen or so to 
as many as 30 counties. 


During colonial times a greater part of 


the county names adopted were those of 
British shires and localities and of mem- 
bers of the English royal family. 
Thus 


all of the original 13 states have their 
U umberlands, Montgomerys, 
Somersets 


and the like, and the whole nomenclature 
of Massachusetts, Connecticut and some 
ofher states is composed of English geo- 
graphical names, \7irginia and Maryland 
in the south adopted more extensively than 
the northern colonies the custom of nam- 
ing counties after princes and rulers for 
whom the Puritans ever had but little 
love. Thus Virginia has not only a King 
and Queen countys but King George. King 
William, Prince Edward. Prince George, 
Prince 'William and Princess Auue be- 
sides. In Maryland counties there arc 
found thus remembered Prince George 
aud Queen Anne. 


The Declaration of Independence, how-

ed honey (equal to comb honey in every 
respect except appearance) can be obtained 
for half thc price of butter or less.

THE TEXAS RANGERS. 


Colonel "Rip1* For«'» Story of Oa.e ot 


Their Indian Fight*. 


"What was tie most deperatefight yon 


can remember, colonel?" The question 
was addressed to Colonel "Kip" Tord ot 
the old time Texas rangers. The colonel—a 
very old man, with atsalthof snow white 
hair and beard—hesitated, t or the«question 
asked for quality, not quantity. After 
much study he told the story ot a fight 
which occurred in 1851, anal Frederic 
Remington repeats It in his -"Crooked 
Trails:" 


"My lieutentnt, Ed Burleson, .was or- 


dered to carry to San Antonio an Indian, 
prisoner we had taken. On his return, 
while Hearing the Nueces river, he espied 
two Indians. Taking seven men, he or- 
dered the rest to continue along the road. 
The two Indians proved to be 14, and they 
charged Burleson up to the teeth. Dis- 
mounting his men, he poured it into them 
from bis Colt's six shooting rifles. All 
but two of the Indians were killed or 
wounded, some of them dying so near the 
rangers that they oonld put their hands 
on their boots. 


"All but one of Burleson'a men were 


wounded—himself shot in the head with 
an arrow. One man had four 'dogwood 
switches' (arrows) in his body, one of 
which was in his bowels. This man told 
me that every time he raised his gun to 
flre the Indians would stick an arrow Into 
him, but be said he didn't casre a cent. 
One Indian was lying right up close, and 
while dying tried to shoot an arrow, but 
bis strength failed so fast that the arrow 
barely left the bowstring. 


"One of the rangers In thatrflgbt was a 


curious fellow. 
"When young, he had beet 


captured by Indians and had lived with 
them so long that he had acquired Indian 
habits. In that fight he kept jumping 
around while loading, BO as to be a bad 
target, the same as an Indian would un- 
der the circumstances, and he told Bur- 
leson be wished he had his boots off, so he 
could get around good." 


Here the colonel paused quizzically. 
" Would you call that a good fight?" he 
asked.

His intention is to re- 
same immediately the practice of his 
profession. 


It is stated by his authority that he 


will be associated as counsel with the

firm of Dill, Bomelster & Baldwin of 
New York- city. 
- Mr. Griggs also has formed a part- 
nership with Mr. Dill of Jersey city,- 
under the firm name of Griggs &. Dill 
for practice in Xew Jersey. 


It is learned on high authority that 


the president lias not yet offered the 
place of Attorney General Griggrs to 
any one, but it is said the probabilities 
arc strong that. Philander C. Knox of 
Pittsburg will be appointed. 


Mr. Grlsgn' Career. 


Attorney General Griggs retired from 


the governorship of 2vew Jersey to ac- 
cept the office he has now resigned. 
Mr. Griggs was born July 10, 1849, 
near Xewton. Sussex county, N. J. His 
early education was obtained in the 
Collegiate institute of Xewton, whence 
lie went to Lafayette college, Easton, 
Pa., which he entered in 1S65. He was 
graduated from Lafayette in 1868 and 
immediately turned to the legal profes- 
sion. He began his studies iu the of- 
fice of Robert Hamilton, in Xewton. 
He did not remain long under Mr. 
Hamilton's preccptorship, but, depart- 
ing, continued the study of the law in 
Paterson in- the office of Socrates Tit- 
tle. 
Admitted to the bar of Passaic 


"county HK3S7I. ai year-later he was 
taken into partnership by Mr. Tiitttb. 


Mr. Griggs was elected to the assem- 


bly from one of the Paterson districts 
in 1S75. Re-elected in 1870. he proved 
in that year of an equally divided 
house a valuable man for bis side. Put 
up for a third term, lie was defeated. 
He, was appointed city counsel of Pat- 
erson in 1879 and was reappointcd in 
1S80. 3 SSI and 1SS2. 


In the last mentioned year he was 


elected- TO the stale senate and three 
years/later was re-elected by a large 
plurality. 
He was president of the 


senate in 1SSG and as such presided 
over the court of impeachment which 
tried State Prison Keeper Laverty. In 
the following year he was chairman of 
the committee on judiciary. 


After his retirement from the senate 


Mr. Griggs devoted himself to the prac- 
tice of law until his nomination and 
election as governor of New Jersey.

Fed by 
kerosene, the flame ran through the tun- 
nel and came up inside tho uplifted bag 
with a stream of sparks. 
McCarthy and 


the professor were there to prevent these 
sparks from firing the cloth. 
Gradually, 


as the current of hot air swept into the 
car, the top pare swelled forth until tho 
airship became restless in its attempts to 
leap heavenward. By the faint applause 
outside McCarthy knew that the young 
woman performer, who was to make tho 
descent in a parachute, was ready to start 


At a given signal, in order to escape en- 


tanglement in the ropes fastened from the 
balloon car to the parachute, McCarthy 
jumped to tho center 'of his small circle 
space. But he caught the hot air from 
the tunnel full in his face. 
Half blinded 


by smoke and flame, ho naturally stepped 
back and unintentionally placed a foot 
across a raised parachute rope. So when 
the balloon car, freed from guy ropes, 
jumped upward, the volunteer workman 
felt the rope tighten, under his leg. By 
natural impxilsc he grabbed tho rope over- 
head in order to keep himself frojn falling 
head downward 
He accordingly soon 


fonnd himself, not on the ground where 
he belonged, but in midair, swinging 20 
feet above tho parachute pcrfoniier and 
rushing skyward at express train speed. 


In the first confusion of the start up- 


ward the spectators did not recognize Mc- 
Carthy in the balloon. They saw a stranger 
in the rigging dangling belo^' the big, 
canvas bag and naturally thought, as 
everything went np noiselessly, his pres- 
ence there an unadvertised part of the 
programme 
What made the double as- 


cension still more interesting to them was 
the everyday appearance of the man 
He 


was dressed, not in stago ballet costume 
like tho woman, but in modest farm 
clothes 
Therefore, when a short, thick- 


set man suggested a yell of approval, the 
2.000 men, women and children sent up a 
mixed cheer to tho balloon 
In answer 


the young woman, who rested comfortably 
on a trapeze bar, bowed and threw a kiss 
to her admirers. As for the other perform- 
er, tho man in shirt sleeves, ho seeitod 
frightened. 
Ho neither bowed nor waved 


his hand, but held on tight and took no 
notice of the spectators. 
They watched 


him rise to a height of 2,500 feet, where, 
like his companion, ho was merely a dot 
at the end of a thread 


McCarthy, at tho start, heard and obey- 


ed the "sound advice of tbo professor to 
hold on tight. Ho felt the^arth sink rap- 
idly as in an express elevator in a tall 
office building, and at 1,000 feet began to 
feel himself more at homo. His car then 
began to pro slower and steadier. So he 
examined his position in tho balloon. For 
n soat, half way between tho hot air bag 
and i-irachutc top, he had a Ktnrtll iron 
ring, to which were fastened tha ropes of 
the hot air cnr and parachute. Ho nt-

\Pben asked about the system of selling' 


tickets at the Paris theaters, Mme. Sarah 
Bernbardt replied: "I nave tried ia vain 
to find somo way of suppressing the ticket 
mongers, but thi&is impossible in Prance 
unless the matter bo taken up by parlia- 
ment. The chief obstacle I.s the Society of 
the Dramatic Authors and Composer*. 
which is a monopoly and rules all theat- 
rical managers with a rod of iron. IE 
makes contracts with each manager, speci- 
fying tho amount tho society shall take, 
which is usually 15 per cent of tie gross 
receipts. If the manager refuses to sign 
the contract, no pl.iys by members of the 
society can be performed at his theater. 
Tins-would close, his doors, because every 
dramatist in France is » member of the 
society. All this bears directly on the-sale 
of tickets. 


Tho contracts between the different 


uianngcrs require that the author whose- 
work is produced shall be entitled to 100 
francs' worth of tickets, in addition to two 
dozen seats placet! at his disposal for the 
first and second performances. Besides 
this, every author who has one act pro- 
duced at a theater is entitled to one free 
scat at the theater for every performance 
during one year, no matter whether it fco 
his own play- that is given-or the play of 
some one else. The author who has'four 
or. five nets played nt a theater is entitled 
.•ach night to a free seas for five years. 
ix acts entitle tho author to a tree en- 


trance for life. The dramatist; who has 12 
.sets produced at any theater has a right 
to two free entrances each night- for h« 
ifetimc, with reversion after dezith to such 
third person, also for life, who may" bo 
named by will. 


You cnn imagine," continued Mme- 


Bernhardt, "how terribly hampered a 
theatrical manager is in Paris, especially 
when it is remembered that the assist- 
ance publique takes each night for tho 
Paris poor one-eleventh of the total gros>J 
receipts. 
Bus th» worst of it is that the 


mthors usually traiit-fVr tho tickets secured 
to them by the Society of Dramatic Au 
thors ntul Composers to the ticket mongers 
or other agent*, who sell them atthe high- 
est prke obtainable. This I consider a rcaS 
grievance and explains the impossibility 
of doing away with the ticket mongers. I 
think the Society of Dramatic Authors is 
to blame fur this." 


As M. Victor!en Sardouwas listening 


attentively to this conversation, and us h« 
is t ho president of the Society of Dramatic 
Authors and Composers, tho writer asked 
him to express his opinion oil tho subject.
